Let' s Give New Printer Time 
To Publish' History Of 1953 


rp H E United Slates need not resolve to be 
**■ different in 1953. For the 
first 
time 
since 1.933, its affairs will in the hands of 
another political party. A new 
team 
is 
taking over, with a new' outlook. 
What Americans can resolve is to give 
this team a lair chance to show what it can 
do. General Eisenhower was 
handed 
a 
mandate to invoke change. But 
in 
this 
rnggeo world, change cannot necessarily 
be wrought overnight. 
The Korean war. inflation, communism 
in government, federal eceonomy, all the 
issues that seemed to resist solution under 
the Democratic administration, 
will 
not 
now with sudden magic yield to easy an­ 
swers. 
The party in power has had 
years 
to 
gi apple with these problems, years to ex­ 
amine the catalog of alternatives. The Eis­ 
enhower administration is not 
going 
to j 
solve them all in the space of one to six j 
months. 
The people voted for action and fresh j 
thinking anet have a right to expect these 
things. But in their eagerness for solutions, 
they must still realize the improbability ol 
miracles. 
Success, if it comes, will 
come 
slowly, j 
New administrators need time to learn their 
way, time to cut away the deadwood of 
past government habit. Complexity Is the 
great 
common 
denominator 
of 
today's 
problems. New policy is not born quickly 
out of such a wilderness of difficulties. 
Americans, then, must be patient with 
their new leaders. That does not say they 
should be any less exacting in their de­ 
mand for a better result. Nor does it say 
they should not be thoroughly watchful of 
their social gains, hard-w'on through 
20 
years. 
But, while it would be wrong to expect 
too much too soon, the people may right­ 
fully look for an early shift in the politi­ 
cal climate of Washington. Obviously, new 
solutions grow’ out of new’ viewpoints. The 
capital’s climate this year and after will 
be conservative, 
because 
the 
American 
citizenry voted for a conservative Presi­ 
dent and Congress. The answers produced 
must be judged against that background. 
Here and there one detects petulant dis­ 
appointment over Eisenhower’s choice of 
cabinet officers. There is complaint he is 
not reproducing Democratic patterns. 
But 
if the people had wanted those 
patterns, 
they would have chosen Governor Steven­ 
son. 
Of Eisenhower and his men they 
may 
indeed demand performance. Surely, though 
they will appreciate that this performance 
cannot be a weak carbon copy of the ac­ 


tions of the predecessor government. 
The history page of 1953 will be written 
with fresh ink, clean paper, new' type and 
new processes of printing, with 
a 
new 
master printer in charge. That is what the 
American people ordered on Nov. 4. 
Let 
them resolve now not to ask either a rush 
job or a substitute out of old stock on the 
shelves.

IYTEW Year’s Eve traditionally in America 
has been a night of whoopee and cele­ 
bration. Just why this should be is difficult 
to understand or to explain. Perhaps it’s 
because so many people are happy that a 
year of trials, misgivings and disappoint­ 
ments is coming to an end and a new year 
is approaching, with promises of new op­ 
portunities. Or perhaps it’s simply because 
tile occasion offers an excuse 
for

TEACHER PAY DISCRIMINATION 
(Green Bay Press Gazette) 
Testimony at a state capitol hearing on 
educational appropriations recently brought 
out the tact that the average salary of a 
teacher at the University of Wisconsin is 
about $900 a year higher than the average 
payment to the teacher at a state-support­ 
ed college. 
The fact strikes us as a strange one, and 
especially in view of the traditional hos­ 
tility of the colleges to all proposals for 
their administrative union with 
the uni­ 
versity at Madison. Surely such discrimi­ 
nation could not continue if the colleges 
became branches of the university, 
and 
surely that has occurred to the victims of 
the discriminatory wage policy at the col­ 
leges. Why they continue to oppose the 
administrative reform that all outside per­ 
sons seem to support becomes more baff­ 
ling than ever w’ith this disclosure. 
The pay differential in the state institu­ 
tions of higher learning is purely arbitrary. 
There aie no distinctions in the qualifica­ 
tions required at the university in Madison 
and the state college at Oshkosh, for ex­ 
ample. Evidently it means that our policy 
makers regard the worth of the Oshkosh 
chemistry teacher, who is producing future 
chemistry teachers for our high schools, as 
something less than the value of the chem- 
istry teacher at Madison W'ho teaches stud­ 
ents who will one day run father's 
hard­ 
ware sioi e. or coach a football team, or sell 
stocks and bonds.

NAIROBI,

saw the oath against the Mau Mau. 
I am one of the few Europeans 
privileged to have 
seen 
such g 
ceremony. 
Even 
though 
the 
native witch doctors 
now 
have 
government blessing as a weapon 
against the dread terrorists, they 
still jealously guard the secret of 
their ancient art. 
They are a 
mere 
handful of 
wizened old men, loyal to Eliza­ 
beth, 
their 
Great 
White Queen 
Over the Water, 
who conjure up 
the spirits of the dead to wipe out 
the dread oath of the Mau Mau. 
For 
months, 
British 
infantry, 
local police 
and 
the British set­ 
tlers themselves have been bat­ 
tling the Mau Maus, a fanatical 
secret society of natives sworn to 
outs 
the 
Europeans. 
But 
the 
greatest success against the Mau 
Mau oath—an oath of blood sw'orn 
on the entrails of a sheep, con­ 
firmed by seven sips of animal or 
even 
human 
blood 
—is being 
scored by the witch doctors. 


Their oath, which wipes out the 
Mau Mau curse, is sworn on the 
most sacred relic of the Kikuyu 
tribe, the 
Thenge Stone, a gen-

Foreign Agents

eign agents penetrated the secret 
B29 base in Utah w here the first 
A-bomb crew was trained. 
Tibbets said agents of two for­ 
eign countries were arrested w ith­ 
in the closely guarded airbase at 
W endover, Utah, at a tim e when 
only a handful of scientists and 
high m ilitary men knew about the 
bomb. 
He did not name the countries 
nor say w hether the agents had 
had an opportunity to learn any 
secrets. He said he did not know 
w hat became of the agents, that 
the M anhattan District took charge 
of them. The M anhattan D istrict 
was the Army code nam e for the 
A-bomb developm ent project. 
The» e was no im m ediate oppor­ 
tunity to ask him about these de­ 
tails, and no im m ediate comment 
from the Pentagon.

while chatting inform ally early 
today with Air Force officials and 
others following a private showing 
of a new motion picture based in 
large part on his experiences.

Ago Told Of In Folder 


Gladstone of a half-century ago 
is described in a brochure found 
recently in a desk at the Marble 
Arms and Manufacturing Co., by 
Harold Mackie. It bore an adver­ 
tisement of the Marble Co., and 
I picture of the Hawarden Inn, 
tor many years since used as All 
Saints’ Parochial school, in addi­ 
tion to the descriptive matter. 
The brochure was of a size for 
inclusion in mailing m atter and 
the flowery language of the time 
marked the description, 
which 
follows: 
“Gladstone. Mich., a modest lit­ 
tle city of 4,000 souls, is most 
beautifullv situated on the west 
shore of Little Bay de Noc, a deep 
estuary of Lake Michigan, 
en 
trance to which is gained through 
a broad channel of unobstructed 
water, and whose capacity as 
a 
harbor of refuge is sufficient to 
accommodate the combined navies 
t of the world. 
From six to eight 
fathoms of water wash its golden 
beaches, and vessels carrying im­ 
mense cargoes can bury their steel 
stems and yet, 
notwithstanding 
their enormous displacement, fail 
to touch bottom. The scenery that 
frames the bay is simply entranc­ 
ing. 
Maple and fir, 
birch 
and 
spruce, a blend 
of 
contrasting 
foliage with indented yellow line 
and rocky ledges in places, cool 
green with bits of mallard look­ 
ing marshes, along the edges of 
which in early 
autumn 
scarlet 
leaved trees bend their blood-red 
crests like a band of flamingoes. 
The glories of the woods and wa­ 
ters offers, toward sundown, with 
their skyscrapers of beaten 
and 
burnished gold, with their cisterns 
of pale cobalt and misty seas 
of 
green jasper, and the jagged points 
of wind tripped clouds, like rip­ 
pled sandbars seen through stained 
glass, a picture impossible to per­ 
petuate with* the ordinary blacks 
and whites of modern prints. The 
artist’s brush is needed to do them 
full justice. 
“Amid these unrivaled scenes 
of grandeur, in this 
bewitching 
dreamland, from early June 
to 
late September, is the Hawarden 
Inn, so-called in honor of Eng­ 
land’s 
lamented 
statesman, 
a 
summer resort hotel whose name 
jjnd fame bid fair 
to 
speedily 
come into prominence thi-oughout 
the length and breadth of the land, 
through the efforts of Messrs. Lew 
E. Granger and Dwight J. Rob­ 
son, who have recently come into 
possession thereof, and Who have 
thoroughly remodeled and refur­ 
nished the entire commodious in­ 
terior. 
Here, to the fagged out 
citizen of more ardent latitudes, 
the health giving breezes, laden 
with ozone which rises from the 
beryl-tinted waters, or 
odorous 
with the essence shed by the fra­ 
grant pine forests, is imparted a 
degree of vigor that nothing but 
a semi-northern atmosphere can 
inspire. 
Already the virtues lat­ 
ent in the temperate breezes 
of 
Lake Michigan, qualified by the 
ruder winds which come across 
the peninsula from Lake Superior, 
strained through the green inter­ 
woven sieve of balsam and linden, 
have established with those who 
have ever visited the place a rep- 
uation of great healing 
power. 
In summer the prevailing winds 
are from the northwest and south­ 
west, a current of moving atmos­ 
phere, crossing to and fro every 
few alternate hour* of the day. 
The mean average 
temperature 
for the month of July extending 
over a period of ten years is found 
to be about 67 degrees. 
As the 
summer advances 
this 
rate 
is 
somewhat increased, but not ma­ 
terially. People afflicted with hay 
fever, asthma and bronchial af­ 
fections obtain 
immense 
relief 
from a few weeks sojourn at the 
skirts of the pine forests.

“The season of 1903 will mark 
tile formal opening of the Hawar­ 
den Inn under its new 
manage­ 
ment, prior to which time 
the 
spacious surrounding grounds will 
be made to “blossom like a rose.” 
The two blocks stretching to the

know if these reports on Wein­ 
traub had been relayed to U. N. 
officials by the State Department. 
Chelf 
commented 
that 
Wein­ 
traub is not only still on the U. N. 
payroll, but 
“ he 
is 
still 
hiring 
other U. N. employes.” 
He added that tile 53 employes 
on whom adverse loyalty reports 
had been submitted by the FBI 
averaged IO to 12 such reports a 
year, and he declared: “ This is 
startling and most revealing—the 
best evidence yet of laxity of con­ 
duct by the State Department.” 


Atomic Research 
Makes Progress 
In Peaceful Uses 
(C ontinued From Page One) 


summed up progress this way in 
response to a query whether atom­ 
ic energy has lived up to the great 
expectation people had for it at 
first: 
“ I 
recall 
some 
rather 
sensa­ 
tional predictions made for atomic 
energy back around the time it 
first became knowledge....But 
if 
you will look at the statements 
made by our leading and most 
responsible scientists about 
that 
time, I think you will find that 
atomic energy has measured up 
to their estimates. 
“ We 
ought to 
remember 
one 
thing: Atomic energy has never 
existed in times we call ‘normal.’ 
It was born in time of war and 
it has grown up in a period of j 
international tension and mobiliza-; 
tion. The emphasis, consequently, j 
has been on weapons. In this a r e a .; 
I believe that progress has e x -1 
ceeded expectations. 
“ On the productive—as opposed j 
to the destructive—side, progress j 
has been slower, but it has still 
been substantial....The surface has 
hardly 
been 
scratched 
in th e se 1 
fields, but in the past few years 
many 
hundreds 
of people 
have 
been trained and much knowledge1 
has been accumulated. 
Progress 
should speed up accordingly. 
It 
was a long road from Benjamin 
Franklin’s kite to the modern TV 
set....The road ahead looks prom­ 
ising indeed.” 


Power Big Item 


Scientists say now there is def­ 
inite hope for powering 
subma­ 
rines, ocean 
liners and 
aircraft 
with atomic energy—and harness­ 
ing the atom for electric power and 
manufacturing in the not too far 
future. 
But 
some 
scientists 
say 
that 
radioactive isotopes, whose manu­ 
facture is centered in the Cumber­ 
land Mountains of Tennessee, may 
someday yield benefits 
to 
man 
that would overshadow even the 
harnessing of atomic power for 
propulsion 
and 
manufacturing. 
They speak of the hope—born 
of a few pioneering experiments 
so far—that the use of such m a­ 
terials as “ tracers” in the human 
body m ay help solve the riddle 
of the processes involved in can­ 
cer, diabetes, heart disease and 
others among m an’s greatest af­ 
flictions. 
The atomic tracers send out sig­ 
nals which help scientists study 
or m easure hidden processes. 


Aid To Plant Life 


Scientists speak of tiny steps of 
progress already made with tracer 
isotopes towards solving the mys­ 
tery of photosynthesis, the process 
by which plants use the sun’s ener­ 
gy to build up the plant tissue 
that animals and men depend upon 
for food. If man could duplicate 
this process artifically, the prob­ 
lem of feeding the world’s hungry 


millions would truly be solved over­ 
night. 
Atomic researchers also say it 
m ay be possible to produce more 
powerful and effective drugs, in­ 
secticides, weed-killers, and plant 
growth prom oters through chem­ 
ical research aided by radioactive 
tracers. 
They even have hope that atom ­ 
ic “ rays”—from isotopes or other 
sources—m ay eventually be em­ 
ployed to produce strains of plants 
resistant to disease, drought and 
other hazards. 
But what has actually been ac­ 
complished so far in using the 
atom in medicine, agriculture and 
industry? H ere’s the record: 
• Medicine— 
In addition to tracers, several 
isotopes have been used in the 
direct treatm ent of a few diseases. 
That is, the rays from the m ateri­ 
als have been employed somewhat 
like X-ray to attack diseased tis­ 
sue or cells. 
Radioactive iodine is being used 
to treat certain cases of thyroid 
cancer and of overactive thyroid. 
Only a few outright cures have 
been claimed in the cancer cases, 
but most patients receiving 
the 
treatm ent 
are 
reported 
to 
get 
“ real value” from it in term s of 
feeling better and possible prolong­ 
ation of life. Approximately 95 per 
cent of overactive thyroid cases 
can be controlled by the use of 
radioactive iodine, doctors say. 
Results Prom ising 
Radioactive 
phosphorus 
h a s 
proved useful in the treatm ent of 
certain cases of leukemia. 
American researchers are 
also 
talking about some ingenious m eth­ 
ods developed by the British for 
bringing radiogold and other iso­ 
topes to bear against cancers. One 
such technique involves use of a 
device that looks like a youngster’s 
water pistol for “ seeding” bladder 
tumors with pellets of radiogold. 
Another involves inserting a de­ 
flated baloon into the bladder and 
then inflating it with solution of 
radioactive sodium 
and radioac­ 
tive bromine. 
Radioactive cobalt, a relatively 
inexpensive substitute for radium, 
has been fabricated by American 
scientists into a “ w ire” that 
is 
“threaded” around the contours of 
a deep-seated cancer. 
Top atomic doctors say “ the fas­ 
cinating” use of atom ic energy in 
the treatm ent of cancer is the ef­ 
fort by researchers at the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s Brookhaven, 
N. Y.. plant to exploit neutron 
rays from their atom ic furnace as 


a weapon against brain tum ors. 
Scientists will say only that re ­ 
sults have been promising. 
Agriculture— 
R esearch 
with 
the 
tracer 
isotopes, such as phosphorus, has 
enabled scientists to trace nutri­ 
ents through soil, into roots and 
thence, t h r o u g h plants. Thus, 
they’ve been able to determ ine a t 
what stage in its growing cycle 
the plant needs fertilizer most; to 
know where 
and 
how 
fertilizer 
should be placed to give the plants 
the m axim um benefit; and to es­ 
tablish what kinds of fertilizers 
work best in the country’s varied 
soils. 


Hot On Trail 
While this fertilizer research is 
the only really practical payoff so 
atomic business, scientists are hot 
on the trail of other leads. 
For 
exam ple, * there’s 
a 
good 
chance that atom ic radiation, di­ 
rected against certain plant seeds, 
m ight result in the developm ent 
of plants having greater yields of 
produce and increased resistance 
to disease. 
Industry— 
Radioactive isotopes are in rath­ 
er wide use in the m etals and 
related industries as a m eans of 
detecting flaws in casts and welds. 
They are being employed in the 
paper, rubber, aluminum and plas­ 
tics industries to provide thickness 
gauges for products under process. 
For exam ple, a radioactive isotope 
is placed above a sheet of paper 
being processed through a 
m a­ 
chine. 
and a Geiger counter is 
placed beneath the sheet. If the 
thickness of the paper varies from 
point to point, the Geiger counter 
will show it. 
Radioactive isotopes are also be­ 
ing used to locate leaks in pipes 
encases in m asonry—thus sparing 
extensive tear-down jobs. 
They’re also being employed in 
research designed to produce bet­ 
ter lubricants, improved autom o­ 
bile tires and other products. And 
the Navy 
is 
even making dirt 
radioactive in a quest for improved 
laundry soaps and detergents!
